The present activity of the “ New York Juvenile 
Guardian Society” impels us to call more special 
attention to it, although it has been upon our 
Cautionary List for a long time. We have watched 
the society closely for the past year, and we 
do not find any material improvement since its 
condemnation by the State Board of Charities, or 
that any supervision is given to the society by the 
trustees. The office has been for months in charge 
of two disreputable persons, and we have good 
evidence that Mr. Robertson has rarely been to 
the office during the year. The circulars he is 
now issuing fail to give any information as to the 
present receipts and expenditures; and are mis- 
leading in that they give the impression that the 
society is still receiving State and City appropri- 
ations, when in fact these were cut off for cause 
several years since. It also uses the names of 
persons as directors and ex- treasurers unwarranta- 
bly. The marvel is that an enterprise that has so 
often been exposed in the public prints for ten 
years past, can find enough thoughtless or careless 
contributors to enable it to live.

The case has been 
carefully investigated and there is no doubt that they are the 
victims of adverse circumstances through no fault of their 
Own, and as such have a claim upon the assistance of the 
charitable.

28 years old, who has but one leg. He has been a beggar 
and a drunkard, but says that he wants to “make a man of 
himself.” and the committee feel encouraged to attempt 
to make the opportunity for him. Money is not wanted and 
will do no good, but work at which h'e can earn his living, 
if given, will be a real act of charity. ’
